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STATISTICS  MD  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Crickhowell  is  a large  District  in  South' Breconshire,  mainly 
mountainous  in  character,  v/ith  an  acreage  of  46,185  acres. 

The  District  is  divided  into  eight ' Parishes,  Crickhowell,  ^ 
Llangattock,  Cwmdu,  Llangenny,  Llangynidr,  Llanbedr  and  Partrishow^ 
v\^hich  are  mainl^^  agricultural,  and  Llanelly,  v?hich  is  mainly 
industrial.  In  the  - agricultural  area  the  workers  are  employed 
mainly  in  farm  work,  forestry  and  quarrying.  In  the  industrial 
area,  the  workers  are  em.ployed  mainly  in  ad^iacent  coalaiines  in 
North  Monmouthshire  and  in  various  new  factories " established  since 
the  late  Tfar  in  Brynraav/r  and  North  MonQiouthshire,  The  Elvicta 
Handtools  Company?-  have  established  a new  modern  factory  in  Crickho\¥ell,, 
which  is  nov/  in  production,  but  is  not  yet  working  to  full  capacity. 

The  housing  problem  is  still  the  most  urgent  problem,  A large 
percentage  of  the  existing  houses,  particularly  in  the  Llanelly  Hill 
area  are  occupied  by  more-  than  one  famnly  and  there  is  a la.rge  number 
of  old  sub'-staiidard  houseJ^,  w^hich  should  be  considered  for  demolition 
action  when  conditions  permit. 

The  Council  is  pressing  on  building  nevY  houses, 'the  chief 
difficulties  being ' shortage  of  skilled  building  labour,  Qiaterials 
and  suitable  sites. 

Tenants  for  new  houses  are  selected  by  means  of  a Points  Schen© 
adopted  ty  the  Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses  to  families  in  the 
greatest  need,  conditions  of  existing  accomniodation' overcrowding  and 
health  circumstances,  all  rating  for  "points"  arvard. 

Two  ex—Array  hutted  Camps  at  Danyparc  and  Aberbadden,  are  still 
occupied  by  a number  of  families,  mostly  from  outside  the  Council's 
area.  These  Camps  were  built  about  ten  years  a.go  for  the  purposes 
of  winning  the  Par  and  were  never  intended  to  last,  'They  are  now  in 
a very  bad  sta„te  of  repair  and  far  from  weatherproof.  They  constitute 
a serious  problem  both  from  housing  and  Public  Health  points  of  vieiw. 
Certain  repairs  have  been  authorised  by  the  Welsh  Board  of 
to  try  and  make  the  huts  V'^eatherproof , Numbers  of  families  from 
other  areas  have  been  struck  off  their  Council* s housing  lists  when 
they  occupied  these  Camps,  and  are  not  admitted  to  the  Crickhov/eil 
Rural  District  Council  housing  list.  This  causes  great  hardship,  and 
in  addition  there  are  a large  number  of  these  familes,  who  are  of 'the 
slum  t3;-pe,  and  quite  unsuitable  to  be  put  into  nev/  Council  houses. 

School  Medical  Service,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
and  the ' provision  of  school  mpals  are  carried  out  by  the  County 
C ouncil. 

Hospital  Services  are  provided  b5^  the  North  Monmouthshire,  and 
the  Brecon  and  Radnor  Hospital  Management  G-roups  under  the  Y\^elsh 
Regional  Hospital  Board, 

Laboratory  Services  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Nev/port, 

The  health  of  the  District  during  the  j^ear  has,  on  the  vTaole, 
been  good.  There  has  been  an  abserico  of  any  serious  outbreaks  of 
epidemio  disease,  'The  majority  of  the  deaths  during  the  year  were 
in  the  higher  age  groups.  The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
has  been  low,  cases  occurring  have  been  adequately  and  quickly  dealt 
with  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at  their  Clinics  at  Brecon "and 
p ont  11  ai'if  r ai  t h , 

There  has  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 
The  Counoil  hero  adopted" the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  under  Section  15, 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 ■»  Inspections  have  been  carried  out  from  time 
to  time  of  various  food  handling  stores,  bakehouses  and  licensed 
premises.  Minor  defects  have  been  pointed  out  and  corrected.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  to  take  an;^^  legal  proceedings  under  the  Byelaws,

No  shortage  has  been  experienced  in  the  three  .cones  even  during 
severe  drought.  It  is  believed  there  is  also  sufficient  yield  from 
the  Tilla  spring  to  cope  with  the  proposed  drainage  and  sewerage  scheme. 

The  water  from  each  spring  is  untreated. 

LLANGTOIDR  PARISH.  (Gravity  Suppl^^O 

Until  a few  years  ago  the  Upper  Village  obtained  its  supply 
from  the  Rtiiwgarn  spring,  and  the  Lower  Village  from  Pwleh  Court  spring. 

These  springs, however,  were  not  satisfactory  in  quality.  Arising 
therefrom  both  zones  were  connected  to  the  Ta]-ybont/Newport  v/ater  main, 
which  passes  through  the  parish.  All  the  houses  in  the  piped  zones 
have  separate  connections. 

The  water  is  treated  at  source  (Tal^i^bont ) , The  Llang^midr 
mains  are  old,  small  and  probably  rusted,  and  should  be  replaced  b,3^

GWtiDU  PARISH.  (Gravity  Supply) 

The  built-up  zones  of  this  parish  consist  of  the  villages  of 
Cwmdu  and  hwlch, 

Cvradu  village  obtains  its  supply  from  a spring  on  the 
Brynhyf rjj^dd  Road,  and  piped  froQi  there  to  the  village.  The  scheme  is 
privately  operated  by  a Committee  of  local  consumers. 

The  covered  storage  tank  has  a capacity  of  548  gallons.  The 
water  is  untrepAod.

The  village  of  Glnngrwyney  is  supplied  f rorn' Glanaber  spring.  All 
the  houses  in  this  village  have  water  connections.  However,  there  is 
insufficient  head  to  supply  upstairs.  As  Council  houses  are 
contemplated  a scheme  to  raise  the  head  by  means  of  an  electric  pump, 
and  pressure  tanlc  is  under  consideration.  The  latter  is  a short  ' term 
policy,  as  the  proposed  G?racegr  schotxio  v/ill ‘provide  , ample  quantity  ond 
head  for  Glangiwvjmey  and  Llangonigy  villages.

Owing  to 
the  impervious  nature  of  the  soil  near  the  septic  tank,  the  effluent 
therefrom  has  given  rise  to  complaints  from  the  ovvner  and  occupier 
of  the  field, 

Consecusritly  your  Health  Departm.ent  is  greatly  concerned  in  an 
endea'/our  to  abate  the  nuisance  and  damage  to  the  field,  A small 
stream  passes  bj^,  hut  an. . adjoining  farmer  objects  to  the  proposal  to 
drain  the  effluent  into  this  brook.

Nevertheless,  the  Council  is  still  pressing  the  Ministry  to 
agree  tea  Scheme  for  these' areas  owing,  to  nuisances  arising  from 
the  discharge  of  slop  '.’ater,  and  the  disposal  of  excreta  from  pail 
closets  and  privies.

Collections  of  house  to  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  all 
parishes  except  Partrisliow,  T\?ice  v/eakly  in  the  built-up  parts  of 
Llanelly,  Criclehowell,  and  Llangattbck*  -Weekly  collection  with  the 
exception  of  the  fixed  ashpits  at  the  Nenallt  area  of  Gilwern, 


The  Council  have  a sanitarj^  lorry  and  employ  a driver  end 
loader,  (>;/ing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  the  increase 
in  house  erections,  it  is  feared  that  the  present  arrangements  are 
inadequate  to  carry  out  the  existing  schemes  efficiently. 

At  Llangattock  Parish,  operating  under  an  ORDER  made  by  the 
defunct  Local  Government  Board,  pail  night  soil  is  collected  throu^out 
the  built-up  areas  every  Friday  night,  A Sanitary  Tumbler  cart  is  used 
for  this  purpose. 


In  addition, 'privies,  and  pails  are  cleansed  regularly  from  the 
more  isolated  houses.  Cesspits  are  emptied  on  request, 

Tlie ' Disposal  Tips  are  located  at  Gilwern,  Crickhowell  and 
Lqangattock,
